that the Labour leaders had decided to 
solve the problem “off their. own bat,” 
most, intelligent men foresaw what would 
happen. Their scepticism has been justi- 
fied by the event. The proposals of 
Labour are of negligible value. They con- 
stitute a curious mixture of obvious 
truths, fantastic economics, and party 
politics; and, if the Government were 
foolish enough to adopt..them to-morrow, 
the country would be in bankruptcy in a 
twelvemonth. Let us consider them 
seriatim. Trade must be resumed with 
Russia ; Central Europe must be helped 
to regain its feet; foreign exchanges must 
be set in order; trade credits must. be 
made to flow again; and the cost of nfili- 
tary undertakings in Mesopotamia, Ire- 
land, and elsewhere must be reduced. Take 
the case of the exchanges. Is there a 
single Labour leader in his senses who 
believes that any Government—even a. 


sterling to its nominal value in- New York 
or Vienna by any feat of legerdemain? 
Years must elapse before the ideals ex- 
pressed by these proposals can be 
achieved, and the unemployment problem 
cannot wait. ; 

In all solefhnity Labour urgés the 
Government to build new schools and 
houses, to cleanse and renew all public 
buildings, to improve harbours and 
reclaim shorelands, to finance schemes 
for the generation of electric power 
in bulk, and to develop, “up to fullest 
efficiency,” roads, waterways, canals, 
railways, rolling-stock, ‘and forests. We 
do not, deny the attractiveness of} 
this ambitious programme; but what 
about the money? Who will pay. 
for all these things?..The nation, with 
Labour in the van, is chamouring for 
economy. The taxpayer is harassed at 
every turn. The Government's demanis 
on industry have helped to bring it to ita 


present plight and to deprive 927,000 | 


workers of their jobs. Yet Labour 
comes forward with a bundle of. new 
“schemes,’’ any one of which would cost 
millions of pounds, and announces. a solú- 
tion of the unemployment problem. It | 
goes even further. Disdaining the very 
rudiments of economics, it demands that 
no one shall work for more than forty- 
four hours in the week and that wages 
shall remain at their present level. In 
other words, while the Labour leaders 
damn the ' Government’s proposal of 
“short time,” they advocate it in the 
our week on full- 
time wages. The idéa is excellent, no 
what of the employer and the ‘unfortunate 
consumer? Apparently, they do not count 
at-all. Again, Labour proposes that all 


maintained by the Government, and that 
those who are employed on part-time 
shall be given a dole to put them on a 
level with their full-time comrades. Thus 
Labour proposes to find well-paid work 
for everybody who wants to work, and 
well-paid leisure for the idle. <~ 
Unhappily, we live in a world of ‘facts. 
The great fact: with which the British 
people are faced to-day is that nearly a 
million of their number are destitute. 


interesting, but they are hopelessly im- 
practicable, They are the dreams of 


fancies. . The Government, which repre- 
sents not only Labour, but the whole 
British nation, must press forward with 
its own plans and solve the problem in 
its own way. Had the Labour leadérs 
joined the Committee of Inquiry, their 
ideas might have ‘crystallised into some- 
thing practical in an atmosphere of 
cold common-sense; but they preferred 
their own way, and, we hope that they are 
pleased with the result. The first concern 
of the Government must be to relieve the 
distress which, unfortunately, is spreading 
rapidly throughout the country. To that 
end “doles ” are inevitable, and private 
subscriptions should be made to bear the 
brunt of them, Pari passu with the 
makeshift. policy, the Government should 
pursue the economic policy of stimulating 
production. Its cost must be reduced! so 
that reasonably cheap goods may be put 
on the market again. Some reduction in 
wages is essential, and a considerable 
sacrifice of profits must be made. The 
Government must draw in its horns, and 
not, as Labour suggests, extend them. 
The pursuit of such a policy cannot solve 
the unemployment problem in a moment. 
No policy can work a miracle; but, with 
the help of the nation, the present state 
of affairs can be improved. Labour's way 
claims to lead to paradise, but. it only 
goes so far as Moscow. The other way is 
longer and more tiring, but salvation lies 
at its end.

It was a hard- 
fought game, but there can be no' doubt 
that the better side won. The French line, 
it is true, was often in danger. Again 
and again the Scottish forwards carried 
the play into their gopponents’ “twenty- 
fire,” but théy could not break. through 
the defence. A dropped pass or a “knock 
on’’ spoiled every movement by the three- 
quarters that was not broken up by the 
keen tackling of the Frenchmen. The 
French backs got comparatively few 
chances, but never missed them. Scotland's 
defeat will provoke a heated controversy. 
Before the match the Selection Committee 
was criticised severely for its choice of 
the team. Some of the chosen men 
were unknown to the average follower of 
the game in Scotland. On the other hand, 
C. M. Usher, who captained the teain which 
defeated Wales’ last season, was ovér- 
looked.’ It is certain that radica] changes 
will be made in the team before it meets 
England, Ireland; and Wales. England 
has an exceptionally good team this year, 
and “on form"’ seems likely to win the 
Triple Crown. Nothing, however, is cer- 
tain in football, and it is possible that 
the Irish team may upset England's cal- 
culations. Stranger things have happened.

LONDON CORRESPONDENCE.

‘The Prime Minister, accompanied by his 

vivate secretaries and by Sir Maurice 

ankey, Secretary of the. Cabinet, left 
Victoria this morning for the Paris Con- 
ference. Lord Curzon, accompanied by 
Sir Eyre Crowe and other officials: of the 
Foreign Office, travelled by the same train. 
It is expected that reparation will have 
the first place on the agenda, and it is 
now thought that agreement will be 
reached after a comparatively brief dis- 
cussion. The two speeches delivered by 
M. Briand last week have done a good dea 
to clear the air, as their reception in the 
Chamber’ indicates that France is in a 
less intransigent mood than the defeat of 
M, Leygues suggested. 

If the conference cowld agree not only 
as to the size of the payments to be made 
forthwith by Germany, but also as to the 
total amount to be demanded from her, 
it would be a great gain. So long as her 
ultimate liability remains undetermined, 
Germany’has every temptation to ' make 
the poor face.” Also her business men, 
ignorant of the taxation that may be 
imposed upon them, are loth to launch 
out inte new enterprises, and the exchange 
will continue to be subject to violent 
fluctuations. All these things are bad for 
international trade and make for unem- 
ployment. Some of Germany's creditors 
have hitherto been unwilling to fix a 
definite sum for the indemnity, lest they 
should let her off too cheaply. But there 


ought not to be much difficulty. in con- | 


vincing them that it will probably pay 
them better to let their debtor know the 
extent. of her liability than to leave her in 
doubt. 

The loss of the submarine K 5, with all 
her crew,-has greatly shocked the public, 
which, happily, is losing the callousness 
in regard to human life induced by the 
colossal casualties of the war. The cause 
of the accident is still unknown, but it 1s 
some little comfort to know that the 
Admiralty denies the first report that the 
submarine was rammed. Other theories 
are that she strained her plates during the 
rough weather. encountered after she left 
Portland on Monday, or that something 
went wrong with her submerging gear, or 
that a heavy sea may haye broken over her 
funnels (she used steam when on the 
surface) and caused an explosion in the 
stoke-hold. The latest news is that some 
of her wreckage has been discovered, and 
this may throw some light on the matter.

TRAVELLERS’ 
CHEQUES. 


—- 3 : 
A BOON FOR THE TOURIST 
SEASON. ' 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Many an anxious traveller ponders how to 
earry cash with him on a journey or tour so 
that it shall be both safe and negotiable. The 
Treasury note and the postal order are con- 
venient, but at the same time they must not 
be lost. The cheque book is of little use, for it 
carries with it no guarantee that there are funds 
against. which the cheque cap be cashed. The 
tourist may. fail completely to get his cheque 
accepted, and. at the best will be faced with the 
difficulty of proving his standing and identity | 
in places where is unknown — Letters of 
credit are satisfactory up-to a certain point, 
but the difficulties that, apply to the cheque face 
the traveller when aftempting to obtain cur- 
rency other than at the definite bank or branch 
to which the letter of credit is add = 

There is, however, in successful operation in 
the United States, and capidly becoming known 
in this country, a system which combines the 
advantages of both cheques and Treasury Note. 
It is that of ‘travellers’ cheques.’ These are 
safe to the person who owns them; he may loose 
them or burn them with small loss to himself. 
They are safe to the bank, ‘hotel, railway or 

rson who cashes them, whether or not they 

now the traveller by sight. No-longer need one 
carry a steel-lined despatch case or have that 
uneasy. feeling that is produced by carrying on 
one’s rson unaccustomed wealth. odern 
methods have made these troubles of the past. 

The system is simple. Mr. X has decided to 
go a tour of the British Isles, Let us suppose 
that he wants to carry with him £100 in notes, 
easily negotiable but safe from theft. Instead 
of Treasury Notes and bank notes he purchases 
from his bank “ travellers’ chegues ' of various 
fixed denominations. We will suppose again 
he selects five £10 cheques and ten £5 cheques. 

ese he endorses on the front in the presence 
of an officer of the bank. He is now ready for 
his journey. 

The “‘ travellers’ cheques”’ in; their present 
form are still uncashable and useless to anyone 
but the owner. Mr. X arrives at his hotel, goes 
to the cashier, signs his name on the front of 
the cheque (that is the second.time) in the pres- 
ence of the cashier, who compares the signature, 
oad, if satisfied; cashes the cheque. at i« 
all. i 

Suppose that Mr. X has lost a‘cheque. He 
notifies his bank and the bank notifies the 
hotels, ete., and the ‘cheque, which contains a 
serial number, ig stopped. Even if the loss of 
the cheque «were not discovered for some time, 
it will be seen how difficult, if not im ible, 
it would be for a dishonest person finding one 
of these cheques ‘to forge on it, while being 
watched and witnessed by a cashier, the same 
— which is already on its face.

Guaranty Trust Company of New York—which, 
for the benefit of American tourists, is at pre- 
sent ge its “‘ travelers’ cheques " in dollar 
form, sends out a statement daily from its 
London office to establishments in Great Britain 
giving the sterling 
é various denominafions of 
cheques. This enables the cheques to be cashed 
when they were presented. 

Day by day ‘the utility of these cheques is 
being recognised in Great Britain, and facilities 
now exist all over the country for the cashing 
of them. It will probably not be long before 
the British business man and holiday traveller 
will take full advantage of the scheme. -

CATTLE EXPORT EMBARGO 
REMOVED. 


SHIPMENTS MAY BE RESUMED 
TO-NIGHT. 


In reference to the restrictions in connection 
with the shipment of animals arising from the 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease in County 
Wicklow, the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, on representations of the Department 
of Agriculture and Technica] Instruction for 
Ireland, have agreed. to allow,.as from midnight 
to-night, shipments of fat stock from the Ports 
of Dublin and Waterford on the same conditions 
as from other ports in Ireland—namely, that the 
animals be slaughtered at the British landing 
places within 96 hours. 

ARRANGEMENTS AT THE NORTH WALL. 

A considerable amount of relief will be ex- 
perienced by Dublm shippers, who have an 
accumulation of live stock, amounting probably 
to thousands of animals, on their hands for 
feeding and lairage accommodation away from 
the Dublin rt.

Before the war the wage-cos 
of many commodities in Germany was a 
mately equivalent to that in Great Britain, 
though higher than that in Belgium; but to- 
day both countries are temporarily able to offer 
oods down to one-half the figure quoted by 
ritish exporters. This brings us to one of the 
leading causes of our present unemployment 
dificuljies, which is the low prices quoted by the 
Continent, and the consequent inability on our 
part to compete. The geferal fall in prices is 
another factor in the depression, as it entails a 
widespread cessation of buying, consumers hop- 
ing that prices will go etill lower, 


DEPRESSION IN THE CHEMICAL 
TRADE. 


Some rather discouraging reports as to the 
Condition of the chemical trade are being made 
by the principal manufacturers (writes our 
Liverpool Correspondent), and brokers and 
merchants are fading extreme difficulty in 
Negotiating any business whatever. fany 
works have not been reopened after the Christ- 
mas holidays owing to lack of orders, while 
others are on short time. Working costs, in- 
stead of decreasing, are becoming heavier, a re- 
cent irícrease to workmen making the position 
more difficult. The export trade is falling very 
severely through the competition of our late 
enemies, who are able to quote in other 
European countries prices frequently 50 per 
cent. less than those obtaining here. Of course, 
this is, to a large extent, due to the state of 
exchange, and, until this becomes more 
stabilised and more even, British manufacturers 
will continue at a dieadv ‘antage. In the home 
trade, purchasers of heavy chemicals, such as 
the textile paper works and chemical mills, are 
buying only from hand to mouth, and merchants 
who have been left with stocks on their hands 
are compelled to quote exceptionally low prices in 
order to tempt buyers. alammoniac, for in- 
stance. has been reduced by as much as £10 per 
ton; quotations of bleaching powder are quite 
nominal; sodas are weak, with caustic soda a 

ag on the market. The — however, is 
not regarded as altogether hopeless, for in the 
face of such depression it is argued that any 
change must be for the better, and in one of 
two quarters it is reported ‘that there are 
evidences of an improvement.
